WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS LOSE 
OOT IN THE CONVENTION 


Guthrie, Fob ti.— A special order was 
made of the Woman Suffrage question 
yesterday morning in the convention 
and the entire session was occupied 
with the debate thereon. The report 
was called up and Delegate Leahy off­ 
ered as an amendment that the list of : 
persons who were given the right of 
suffrage include all male Indian citizens 
who were native to the United States. 1 
Delegate Hanraty moved to amend by 
striking out the word “ male" which i 
opened the tight on the woman suffrage 
question and the vote on the same will 
settle the question. 
There was a sjvontaneous call for an 
immediate vote and the secretary se­ 
cured a roll and was about to proceed 
with the vote when Delegate Rose 
stated that the matter was proceeding 
too hastily and took the door to address 
! himself to the subject. 
He made a lengthy argument against 
{granting women the ballot and pleaded 
I the evils that would attend the venture 
of women into politics to the home and 
family. 
Mr. Rose consumed his time 
I and was granted more by a vote of the 
1 body. 
He stated that he wanted to 


I settle the question now as there were a 
| good many present in the interests of 
i suffrage who were anxious to return to 


I their families. 


Mr. Rose was answered by Rev. 
Cloud, who made an able speech. 
He 
pleaded for the women as an element 
in politics for the purifying influence 
that she would exert. 
His address 
occasioned several outbursts of ap­ 
plause that had to be checked • by the 
chairman. 
Following Mr. Cloud’s address Dele­ 
gates Hanraty, McCance and Herring 
addressed themselves to the subject, 
eaeh of them favoring the cause of 
equal suffrage. 
That suffrage in Oklahoma will be re­ 
stricted to male citizens was definitely 
settled by the first test vote on the 
matter taken in the convention last 
afternoon. 
The vote occurred on a motion to 
table the amendment by Hanraty to 
strike out the word male from an 
amendment to section one of the re- 
port and stood 54 ayes to 37 nays.

Washington, Fob. 6—Consideration 
of the Indian appropriation bill was 
begun in the senate yesterday. 
The 
senate amendment adding certain In­ 
dian lands to the area of the Truckee 
(.'arson irrigation project went out on a 
point of order 
Senator Depew criticised the prac­ 
tice of allowing general legislation on 
appropriation bills. 
“ It is well known’ he said, “ that some 
of the greatest outrages ever permit­ 
ted on the Indians have been commit­ 
ted tinder these general laws." 
Mr. Clapp interposed that the worst 
legislation that ever passed was in a 
special bill. 
It released government 
control over the sale of liquor to In­ 
dians who had received their allotments 
of lands. 
An amendment urged by the com­ 
missioner of Indian affairs was incor­ 
porated which permits an expenditure 
of $300,000 to the Indians in Arizona; 
also an amendment abolishing the tri­ 
bal court of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
tribes. 
An amendment recommended by the 
commissioner authorizing the secretary 
of the interior to designate the full 
fellowship any individual 
Indian or 
any tribe whenever he believes any 
such Indian is capable and to pay to 
him his share of the tribal funds, was 
rejected by an order made by Mr. 
Spooner. 


Mr. McCumber predicted an Indian 
crisis in this country within the next 
fifteen years, when 
he said, every 
acre of Indian land would have passed 
into the hands of the white man and 
the Indians would be wandering bands 
of beggars. The only hope would be 
to get into Mexico.

It also was shown by C. C. Hult- 
quist’s testimony', a Coweta ginner, 
that the railroads handled most of the 
cotton on fiat cars and VV. IL Holmes, 
agent for the road. testified that little 
precaution had been taken to protect 
such shipments. 
Hultquist stated that 
it took the railroads three weeks to de­ 
liver cotton to the McAlester compress 
after giving bills of lading for it and 
that the cotton was damaged in transit 


on the flat cars. 
Commissioner Harlan intimated that 
a clear case of discrimination had been 
developed and he stated that hauling 
flat cotton through Muskogee was par­ 
tly responsible for the car shortage on 
the Tulsa division where J. E.

I W. D. MONK ON TRIAL FOR 
KILLING OF ROBT GIBSON 


Shmething a little unusual in the 
progress of criminal cases -in less than 
one month after the killing, the slayer 
is on trial for his life. The defendant 
is W. D. Monk; charged with murder­ 
ing Robt. Gibson at the former’s house 
near Kittie Jan. 6. 
The selection of a jury was begun 
Tuesday evening, and during the night 
session eight jurors were accepted. 
This forenoon by eleven all the twelve 
were chosen and the introduction testi­ 
mony began. 
At this hour the government has ex­ 
amined four witnesses, their evidence 
strongly 
indicating an unjustifiable 
homicide. The prosecution resting its 
case, the defense has examined two of 
its six or eight witnesses. The de­ 


fendant contends he shot the deceased 
under great provocation, after gross 
insults, offered to him and family, and 
dire threats made against him, and 
that when he shot deceased was reach­ 
ing for a pistol. 
One young fellow on the stand per­ 
sisted in chewing gum, which so im­ 
peded his enunciation that the jury 
could not hear him distinctly. ' The 
judge ordered him to disgorge the gum; 
whereupon he made a show of obsti- 
nancy about it and got fined $25 with a 
threat df making it $50. Apparently 
the $50 looked to big for the boy, so he 
carefully pulled out the quid and stored 
it away in his pocket. 
The jury in another insurance case 
came in this morning unable to agree, 
so were discharged.

An eight room. full two story house 
with ft splendid cellar mid ii good ut tic 
is what every large family needs. 
There nix' a great many different 
styles of eight room houses. 
Eight 
rooms seem to be' about the size i in­ 
quired by business men in the smaller 
towns and country place's. 
A great 
many farmers are now 
building new houses. 
Farmers have 
been prosperous of late and they are 
using considerable money iii build­ 
ing. 
A farmer likes to have a bouse 
look well and to have conveniences 
for doing the work, that is. live, up- 
to-date farmers do. 
There are plenty 
of the other kind, but they are not 
building houses like this. 
This house is about ae large as 
necessary on the average farm. 
It 
is about as large as a furnace will 
h e a t economically, being 36 feet in 
• width by 49 feet iii length, exclusive 
of porches. The stairway to the attic 
is closed so that no heat is wasted 
in that direction. 
A hot air furnace 
is the hest means of heating up to a 
house of this size. 
Anything larger 
should 
have 
hot 
water or 
steam. 
There is a great advantage from hot 
air from the fact that it furnishes 
ventilation; most houses in the coun­ 
try are shy on ventilation. 
Members of farmers’ families in 
some rural districts are more subject 
to lung diseases and pulmonary trou­ 
bles than the inhabitants of towns or 
cities. 
Physicians in country places 
say harsh things about some farmers, 
claiming that tho prevalence of con­ 
sumption in rural districts is due to 
living in houses without proper vent!-

lation and heating, also that the extra 
burden thrown upon females by want 
of conveniences for doing house work 
is a contributing factor. 
They name

There probably is some truth in these 
accusations. Most of us are acquaint­ 
ed with farmers who are very quick 
to invest in the best machinery, and 
plenty of it, for the purpose of re­ 
lieving their own end of the work but 
who are very niggardly in providing 
household helps and conveniences. It 
is all right of course to pay a great deal 
of attention to the comfort of the 
farm stock, that is humane and it is 
profitable, but the family is worth 
more than the animals. The first con­ 
sideration should be bestowed on the 
house and the barns should be a close 
second. 
Water supply, heat, ventila­ 
tion, drainage, plumbing, laundry ar­ 
rangements, bath room facilities, dis­ 
posal of sewage and garbage and ven­ 


ter fruits and vegetables iii different 
compartments. 
House drains should connect with 
a septic tank. A farm house cess pool 
when properly constructed is just as 
good as a city sewer and it is no more 
trouble. What is known as the septic 
system was tried theoretically, scien­ 
tifically and practically in England 
years ago. 
It consists of two tanks; 
the first as nearly airtight as possible. 
The liquid from this is s i p h o n e d into 
the second tank automatically when it 
fills up to a certain point. 
Two kinds 
of bacteria are known to work iii the 
two tanks. The kind iii the first tank 
requires but little air; the kind iii 
the second tank do better work when 


I no light but plenty of air is admitted. 
These bacteria destroy the solids in 
the sewage. A peculiar fea tu re about 
this system is the fact that the solids, 
even greases are reduced to a harm­ 
less deposit in the form of scum on 
tho top of the water with a precipitate young 
cats. 
in the bottom and the amount of scum 
and precipitate does not increase but 
remains the same month after month. 
It is not definitely known what be­ 
comes of the additional amounts add­ 
ed each year. 
It disappears as if by 
magic. 
The septic tank system is not nec­ 
essarily expensive. 
Two round holes 
in the ground six feet in diameter 
each and six feet deep are sufficient 
to take care of the sewage from a 
large 
house. 
These 
underground 
tanks may he made of cement and 
should ho connected with a si phonont 
least three inches in diameter. 
This 
siphon is a simple affair and may 
consist of a IT shaped pipe the out­ 
let of which should he three or four 
inches lower than the inlet. The liquid 
discharge from the second tank is 
clear, 
colorless 
and 
almost 
pure 
water.

WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS LOSE 


OUT IN THE CONVENTION 


Gufhrie, Feb6.—A special order was 


made of the Woman Suffrage question 
yesterday morning in the convention 
and the entire session was occupied 
with the debate thereon. The report 
was called up and Delegate Leahy off- 
ered as an amendment that the list of 
persons who were given the right of 
suffrage include all male Indian citizens 
who were native to the United States. 
Delegate Hanraty moved to amend by 
striking out the word "malej' which 
opened the fight on the woman suffrage 
question and the vote on the same will 
settle the question. 


There was a spontaneous call for an 


immediate vote and the secretary se- 
curred a roll and was about to proceed 
with the vote when Delegate Rose 
stated that the matter was proceeding 
too hastily and took the floor to address 
himself to the subject. 


He made a lengthy argument against 


granting woman the ballot and pleaded 
the evils that would attend the venture 
of women into politics to the home and 
family. 
Mr. Rose consumed his time 


and was granted more by a vote of the 
body. He stated that he wanted to 
settle the question now as there were a 
| good many present in the interests of 
suffrage who were anxious to return to 
the«r families.

We Have a Well Trained and Experienced 
Pharmacist to Fill your Prescriptions 


Washington, Feb. 6—Consideration 


of the Indian appropriation 
bill was 


begun in the senate yesterday. 
The 


senate amendment adding certain In- 
dian lands to the area of the Truckee 
Carson irrigation project went out on a 
point of order 


Senator Depew criticised the prac- 


tice of allowing general legislation on 
appropriation bills,. 


"Itis well known' he said, "that some 


of the greatest outrages ever permit- 
ted on the Indians have been commit- 
ted under these general laws " 


Mr. Clapp interposed that the worst 


legislation that ever passed was in a 
special bill. It releaseci government 
control over the sale of liquor to In- 
dians who had received their allotments 
of lands. 


An amendment urged by the com- 


missioner of Indian affairs was incor- 
porated which permits an expenditui e 
of .$300,000 to the Indians in Arizona, 
also an amendment abolishing the tri- 
bal court of theChoctaw and Chickasaw 
tribes. 


An amendment recommended by the 


commissioner authorising the secretary 
of the interior to designate the 
full 


fellowship any 
individual 
Indian or 


any tribe whenever he believes any 
such Indian is capable and to pay to 
him his share of the tribal funds, was 
rejected by an order made by Mr. 
Spooner. 


Mr. McCumber predicted an Indian 


crisis in this country within the next 
fifteen years, when 
he said, every 


acre of Indian land would have passed 
nto the hands of the white man and 
the Indians would be wandering bands 
of beggars. The only hope would be 
to get into Mexico.

It was brought 
out that the M. K. & T. commenced 
shipping flat cotton out of Musko^oe 
in violation of the 30 day notice rule. 


It also was shown by C. C. Hult- 


quist's testimony, a Coweta ginne:-, 
that the railroads handled most of the 
cotton on flat cars and W. H. Holmes, 
agent for the road, testified that little 
precaution had been taken to protect 
such shipments. Hultquist stated that 
it took the railroads three weeks to de- 
Iher cotton to the McAlester compress 
after giving bills of lading for it and 
that the cotton was damaged in transit 


on the flat cars. 


Commissioner Harlan intimated that 


a clear case of discrimination had been 
developed and he stated that hauling 
flat cotton through Muskogee was par- 
tly responsible for the car shortage on 
the Tulsa division where 'J. E. Bowers 
an elevator man, testified 60,000 bush- 
els of corn had been marketed and 
much of it was rotting on the ground.

'The 
judge ordered him to disgorge the gum;

Apparently 
the $50 looked to big for the boy, so he 
carefully pulled out the quid and stored 
it away in his pocket.

The first con- 
sideration should be bestowed on the 
house and the barns should be a close 
second. Water supply, heat, ventila- 
tion, drainage, plumbing, laundry ar- 
rangements, bath room facilities, dis- 
posal of sewage and garbage and ven- j 


for fiuits and vegetables in different 
compartments. 


House drains should connect with 


a septic tank. A farm house cess pool 
when properly constructed is just as 
good as a city sewer and it is no more 
trouble. What is known as the septic 
system was tried theoretically, scien- 
tifically and 
practically in Kngland 


years ago. It consists of two tanks; 
the first as nearly airtight as possible. 
The liquid from this is siphom-d Into 
the second tank automatically when it 
fills up to n certain point. Two kinds 
of bacteria aio known to work in the 
two tanks 
The kind in the first tank 


requires but little nlr; the kind in 
the second tank do better woik when 
no light but plenty of air Is admitted. 
These bacteria destioy the solids in 
the sewago. A peculiar feature about 
this system is the fact that tho solids, 
even greases are reduced to a harm- 
less deposit in the form of scum on 
the top of the water with a proclpitato 
in the bottom and the amount of scum 
and precipitate does not increase but 
remains the same month after month. 
It is not definitely known what bo- 
comes of tho additional amounts add- 
ed each year. It disappears as If by 
magic. 


The septic tank system is not nec- 


essarily expensive. 
Two round holes 


In the ground six feet In diameter 
each and six feet deep are sufficient 
to take care of the sewage from a 
large 
house. 
These 
underground 


tanks may be made of cement and 
should be connected with a slphon<iat 
least three inches In diameter. 
This 


siphon Is a simple affair and may 
consist of a U shaped pipe the out- 
let of which should be three or four 
Inches lower than the inlet. The liquid 
discharge from the second tank is 
clear, 
colorless 
and 
almost 
pure 


water.

theory about the origin of Shakes- 
peare's plays, a correspondent writes 
to the London Chronicle as follows:

There is no such person 
in history as 'Lord Bacon.'" The 
great Elizabethan, who, by a few 
modern Idiots, is accused of having 
written' the plays, was by name Sir 
Francis Bacon, Baron Verulanv Vis 
count St Albans.

WOMAN SUFFRAGISTS LOSE 


OUT IN THE CONVENTION 


Gufhrie, Feb6.-A special order was 


made of the Woman Suffrage question 
yesterday morning in the convention 
and the entire session was occupied 
with the debate thereon. The report 
was called up and Delegate Leahy off- 
ered as an amendment that the list of 
persons who were given the right of 
suffrage include all male Indian citizens 
who were native to the United States. 
Delegate Hanraty moved to amend by 
striking out the word "malej' which 
opened the fight on the woman suffrage 
question and the vote on the same will 
settle the question. 


There was a spontaneous call for an 


immediate vote and the secretary se- 
curred a roll and was about to proceed 
with the vote when Delegate Rose 
stated that the matter was proceeding 
too hastily and took the floor to address 
himself to the subject. 


He made a lengthy argument against 


granting woman the ballot and pleaded 
the evils that would attend the venture 
of women into politics to the home and 
family. Mr. Rose consumed his time 
and was granted more by a vote of the 
body. He stated that he wanted to 
settle the question now as there were a 
| good many present in the interests of 
euflrage who were anxious to return Vo 
the«r families.

Mr. Rose wap answered by Rev. 


Cloud, who m«de an able speech. He 
pleaded for the women as an element 
in politics tor the purifying influence 
that she would exert. 
His address 


occasioned several outbursts of ap- 
plause that had to be checked. by the 
chairman. 
Following Mr. Cloud's addrets Dele- 


gates Hanraty, McCance and Herring 
addressed themselves to the subject, 
each of them favoring the cause of 
equal suffrage. 


That suffrage in Oklahoma will be re- 


stricted to male citizens was definitely 
settled by the first test vote on the 
matter taken in the convention last 
afternoon. 


The .vote occurred on a motion to 


table the amendment by Hanraty to 
strike out the word male from an 
amendment to section one of the re- 
port and stood 54 ayes to 37 nays.

the socond tank do betler woik when 
no light but plenty of air is admitted.

A peculiar teature about 
this system is the fact that tho solids, 
even greases are reduced to a harm- 
Jess deposit in the form of scum on 
the top of the water with a precipitate 
in the bottom and the amount of scum 
and precipitate does not increase but 
remains the same month after month. 
It is not definitely known what bo- 
comes of tho additional amounts add- 
ed each year.

The septic tank system is not nee* 


essarlly expensive. 
Two round holes 


in the ground six feet In diameter 
each and six feet deep are sufficient 
to take care of the sewage from a

least three inches in diameter.

siphon is a simple affair and may 
consist of a 17 shaped pipe the out- 
let of which should be three or four 
inches lower than the inlet.
